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Evaluation  Team  Gives 
High  Grades  to  Avila 


The  Avila  community  rejoiced  over  the  excellent  report 
of  the  evaluation  team  for  the  North  Central  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Universities.  Following  their 
accreditation  visit  in  February,  the  team  unanimously 
recommended  Avila's  continued  accreditation. 

The  quality  of  Avila's  educational  programs  was  assessed 
during  the  three-day  campus  visit  with  faculty,  staff  and 
students  Members  of  the  team  included  a college  president, 
two  academic  deans  and  college  faculty  from  institutions 
similar  to  Avila. 

Before  the  visit,  each  team  member  reviewed  the  educa- 
tional self-study  and  data  report  prepared  by  Sister  Mane 
Georgette  Eschbacher,  Avila's  director  of  institutional 
research.  The  report  was  the  result  of  a two-year  study  of 
faculty,  staff  and  students.  It  reviewed  the  mission  and  pur- 
pose of  the  college  and  identified  strengths  and  concerns. 

In  recommending  continued  accreditation,  the  report  of 
the  evaluation  team  noted  these  strengths: 

• A dedicated,  hard-working  faculty  that  "participates 
generously  in  the  academic  governance  of  the  college." 

• Effective  presidential  leadership  which  "combines  in- 
terpersonal skills,  managerial  expertise,  commitment  to 
fiscal  responsibility,  religious  sensitivity,  ability  to  inspire 
loyalty,  and  a capacity  to  weave  a unity  out  of  the  many 
diverse  strands  of  personalities,  styles,  commitments,  and 
visions  which  populate  the  campus." 

• A faculty  that  offers  "excellent  and  accessible  programs, 
commitment  to  flexible  course  scheduling,  and  willing- 
ness to  give  extensively  of  their  time  and  energy." 


• A well-qualified  executive  team,  "able  to  create  and 
adapt  to  change  who  organize  their  areas  of  responsibil- 
ity predicated  upon  the  needs  of  the  college  and  with  con- 
sideration for  student  welfare  and  fiscal  limitation." 

• A physical  plant  which  is  "well  designed,  constructed, 
and  maintained  and  provides  an  excellent  environment 
for  learning." 

• A "vigorous  and  enthusiastic  student  affairs  team  which  is 
determined  to  succeed." 

• Students  who  "recognize  and  articulate  the  strengths  of 
the  college,  are  involved  in  their  learning,  and  contnbute 
to  building  an  effective  learning  environment.'' 

• A physical  location  in  a "rapidly  developing  business 
park  and  executive  residential  area  of  metropolitan  Kan- 
sas City  where  educational  services  are  and  will  be  need- 
ed in  coming  years." 

• Strategic  planning,  begun  with  realistic  enthusiasm,  and 
anticipated  with  eagerness  by  participants  throughout  the 
campus  organization  from  top  to  bottom." 

Concerns  cited  by  the  visiting  team  were  an  enrollment 
decline  since  1981  and  the  fiscal  consequences  of  that  drop. 
The  team  observed  extensive  reorganization  in  the  admis- 
sions area  of  the  college  and  noted  the  expansion  of  the  col- 
lege advancement  office  In  their  opinion,  these  should 
bnng  enrollment  growth  to  Avila  and  enhance  fund-raising.

At  Avila  College,  a highlight  of  the  1987-88  academic 
year  was  the  visit  by  the  North  Central  evaluating 
team.  This  is  an  important  visit  because  the  team 
examines  the  college  and  then  recommends  whether  the 
college  should  be  accredited.  We  look  forward  to  the 
evaluation  of  educational  professionals  from  other  colleges. 

Before  the  team  visited,  we  at  Avila  spent  a year  prepar- 
ing an  Institutional  Self-Study  and  Basic  Institutional  Data 
Report.  These  documents  provided  basic  information 
about  our  college  and  explained  our  mission,  purposes, 
resources,  strengths  and  concerns. 

In  recent  years  the  enrollment  at  Avila  College  had 
declined.  Projected  enrollment  is  on  the  rise  again,  but  we 
worried  that  the  declines  in  the  past  might  somehow  pre- 
vent the  evaluating  team  from  seeing  our  real  strengths  — 
the  people  at  Avila  and  the  classes  they  teach  and  the  ser- 
vices they  provide.  What  has  always  made  Avila  great  are 
the  students,  faculty,  staff,  administration,  alumni,  friends 
and,  especially,  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph,  all  pulling  together. 

Of  course,  the  reasons  for  Avila's  strength  were  well- 
known  to  us.  But  we  wanted  to  make  sure  the  evaluating 
team,  all  strangers  to  the  Avila  community,  also  knew  them. 

As  it  turned  out,  we  need  not  have  been  concerned.  In  its 
report,  the  evaluating  team  pointed  to  many  of  the  assets  of 
our  college.  The  team  praised  our  dedicated  and  accom- 
modating faculty,  our  vigorous  and  enthusiastic  student 
affairs  team,  our  well-qualified  administrators  and  a student 
body  intensely  involved  in  the  learning  process. 

In  addition,  the  team  praised  the  Avila  physical  plant 
(our  beautiful  campus)  and  our  strategic  planning  process, 
which  provides  everyone  with  a chance  to  contribute  to 
Avila's  success. 

The  visit  of  the  evaluating  team  reassured  us  that  Avila 
College  can  look  forward  to  an  exciting  future  as  we  build 
on  our  great  foundation.

Reflections 


Jim  Millard  has  been  director  of  admissions 
since  1987 

I have  worked  with  young  people  for  the  past  16 
years,  helping  them  explore  the  many  possibilities  for  a 
college  education.  The  task  has  become  more  and  more 
complicated.  There  are  over  1,700  4-year  colleges  and 
over  1,300  two-year  schools  to  consider. 

This  year,  however,  has  been  fun  and  rewarding. 
One  of  the  students  I worked  with  was  my  daughter. 
Jamie,  a 1987  graduate  of  O'Hara  High  School,  elected 
to  go  to  work  after  her  senior  year.  That  was  a difficult 
decision  for  her  but  it  was  even  harder  on  dad. 

I had  never  imagined  that  any  of  my  children  would 
not  attend  college  After  all,  college  was  my  business.  I 
also  hadn't  imagined  how  my  knowledge  of  Avila  Col- 
lege would  affect  her  and  her  decision  to  attend  college 
next  fall. 

Being  new  to  the  Avila  family,  I had  to  learn  as  much 
as  I could  as  quickly  as  I could.  I read  everything  I 
could  get  my  hands  on,  met  with  faculty  members  and 


joined  in  campus  events.  It  gave  me  a lot  to  think  about 
and  to  share  around  the  family  dinner  table.  Avila 
became  the  favorite  topic  of  conversation. 

Once  Jamie  indicated  some  renewed  interest  in  col- 
lege, dad  made  sure  she  received  the  same  attention  all 
prospective  Avila  students  receive.  Jamie  became  the 
personal  concern  of  one  of  the  four  professional  admis- 
sions counselors.  She  received  regular  personalized 
letters  and  phone  calls  to  keep  her  informed  and  to  en- 
courage her  to  fully  explore  the  college. 

As  my  daughter  and  I worked  toward  her  college 
decision,  I realized  how  much  Avila  had  to  offer  and 
that  many  people  might  never  know  about  it. 

In  1989,  there  will  be  over  80,000  high  school 
graduates  in  the  states  of  Missouri  and  Kansas  alone. 
How  do  we  reach  all  the  young  people  who  would 
benefit  from  an  Avila  education? 

Part  of  the  answer  is  in  admissions  activities.  Last 
year,  Avila  admissions  counselors  made  over  400  visits 
to  224  high  schools.  We  talked  with  and  wrote  to  over 
3,500  high  school  seniors  and  4,500  high  school  juniors. 
Almost  400  prospective  students  and  families  visited  the 
campus.  Faculty  members  have  written  to  and  con- 
tacted hundreds  of  students. 

But  there  is  more  that  can  be  done  and  you,  as  a 
friend  of  Avila,  can  help.  Do  what  I did  with  my 
daughter.  Talk  about  Avila  College  to  your  relatives 
and  friends.  Have  them  visit  the  campus.  Come  along, 
if  you  like.  They'll  know  they  are  someplace  special 
when  they  meet  more  Avila  people  like  you. 

We  need  to  spread  the  word!  We  need  to  talk  with 
more  students,  to  have  them  visit  the  campus  and  get  to 
know  us.  Just  like  my  daughter,  they  may  only  need  to 
know  more  about  Avila.  Who  better  to  tell  them  than  you?

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From  Horses  to  Homelessness 

Avila  Grad  Focuses  on  Community 


Issues 


For  Tim  Barchak,  the  road  to  Avila  College  was  a 
bridle  trail.  Barchak,  a 27-year-old  graduating 
senior,  managed  a horse  stable  in  Wichita  before 
he  came  to  Avila  in  198S.  Previously,  he  studied 
animal  science  at  a community  college  and  work- 
ed around  horses  for  seven  years. 

Dissatisfied  with  his  employment,  he  decided  to 
return  to  school.  A friend  m Wichita  recommended 
Avila.  Going  from  horseman  to  history  student 
wasn't  hard.  "As  far  back  as  I can  remember, 
history,  politics  and  literature  were  discussed  at 
home,"  Barchak  said.  "I  continued  to  read  a lot  of 
history  and  literature  while  workmg  and  studying 
animal  science." 

At  Avila,  Barchak  said  he  found  the  academic 
environment  he  needed  as  well  as  a forum  for  his 
extra-curricular  interests.  He  has  been  History 
Club  president,  co-chairperson  of  Avila  College 
for  Social  Concerns  and  a participant  in  outreach 
activities  through  campus  ministry.  He  also  has 
written  for  the  Avila  Examiner 

His  interests  in  politics,  social  justice  and  com-

munity  issues  found  fertile  ground  at  Avila.  Shortly 
after  his  arrival,  he  saw  a need  for  an  organization 
to  help  students  act  on  social  concerns.  "There 
was  never  a lack  of  heart  on  the  part  of  students," 
he  stated,  "but  rather  a need  for  structure  and 
leadership." 


Barchak  and  others  developed  Avila  College 
for  Social  Concerns  to  provide  students  "with  a 
vehicle  to  change  situations."  in  March,  the 
group  organized  a picnic,  "People  for  People:  A 
Brighter  Day  for  the  Kansas  City  Homeless". 

The  project  reflected  Barchak's  empathy  for  the 
poor,  the  homeless  and  the  blue-collar  working 
class.  His  father  was  a house  painter.  After  he 
died  m 1982,  Barchak  and  his  brothers  juggled 
their  schedules  to  continue  the  business,  support- 
ing their  mother  with  the  income. 

Upon  graduation,  Barchak  will  have  a BA 
degree  in  History  and  English.  He  plans  to  earn  a 
masters  degree  in  history  and  teach  at  the  college 
level. 

Barchak  attributes  his  enthusiasm  for  teaching 
to  two  faculty  members  at  Avila:  Dr.  Jane 
Adelsberger  and  Sister  Martha  Smith.  "The  way 
they  conduct  a class  led  me  to  think  about  apply- 
ing what  they  present  in  the  classroom  to  your  life 
outside  the  classroom.  Both  of  them  influenced 
my  life."
